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Text of Premier Baldwin’s 
- Reparations Address 


LONDON, July 13.—Premier 
Baldwin, in his reparations speech 
in the House of Commons yester- 
day, after,a brief introduction, to 
the effect that the objects of the 
Powers were to obtain the payment 
of reparations and the security of 
Europe, said: 


This responsibility is acknowl- 
edged and shared in equal measure 
by France, Italy, Belgium and our- 
selves. Perhaps it may be held to 
devolve in more special measure 
upon the French and British na- 
tions by virtue of the great sacri- 
fices they made side by side in the 
years of trial, by the intimacy of 
fact and memory which unites 
them today and, not the least, 
by the experience these two an- 
cient civilizations have shared 
throughout the centuries. 


Interests Not Divergent. 


A similar community of 
thought and action binds us in 
the present emergency to our oth- 
er allies whose interests are in no 
respect divergent to our own. In 
a common desire for settlement 
and pacification, and still more 
for no further or unreasonable 
delay, we can speak together 
frankly and with the full compre- 
hension of partners bound by an 
equal destiny to the same task. 
The whispers of interested partivs 
cannot be allowed on either sidw 
of the channel! or in any part of 
Europe to deflect us from that 
duty by any reservations or by 
carefully fostered misunderstand- 
ings. In all we are about to sav. 
or do, His Majesty’s Government 
are moved, as we know the heart 
of France to be moved—and the 
same applies equally to our other 
allies—by the single desire that 
good will between the nations 
who have endured together shall 
be maintained and that each shall 
obtain what is due her. 

“We Have Never Wavered.” 

Weare as determined as any 
of our allies that Germany shali 
make reparation for the damages 
done in the great war to the full- 
est extent of her capacity. We 
have never wavered on this point; 
I do not believe our people ever 
will. Indeed, we go further, and 
we are ready, as we have said on 
many occasions and, as was re- 
ported in Paris in January last, 
to use every measure to compel 
Germany to pay up to the amount 
of her capacity. 

We are conscious, however, as 
a business nation that if we ask 
Germany to pay in excess of her 
capacity, we shall not succeed.. 
We and our allies will be the main 
sufferers, and we are firmly con- 
vinced that methods which can 
only result in the ruin of Ger- 
many would be fatal to this coun- 
try, to our allies and to the whole 
of Europe. 

From the ‘beginning, we have 
made it clear that, in our opin- 
ion, the occupation of the Ruhr 
was not calculated to produce 
the maximum amount of repara- 
tion payment for the allies. In 
January, we made in Paris an of- 
fer which we regarded as a very 
generous settlement in order to 
avoid what seemed to us an eco- 
nomic disaster. That offer was 
rejected by our allies, and since 
then we have stood aside, ani- 
mated by a spirit of sincere loyal- 
ty to the alliance which has been, 
and continues to be, in our opin- 
fon, the main security for Euro- 
pean peace. 

“Fraught With Grave Perils.” 

Many of the consequences which 
were then anticipated are in course 
of fulfillment. The allies are ob- 


taining less reparation than they 
did before the occupation, and 


what reparation they are receiving 
is being exacted at the price of the 
growing dislocation of the Ger- 
man economic system, and, as 
seems probable, of the future total 
collapse of the system itself. 


The French and Belgian Gov- 
ernments assure us that their 
whole object in occupying the 
Ruhr is to secure the payment of 
reparations. If that be so. the dif- 
ference between us is one of meth- 
od rather than of aim, but we are 
convinced that the indefinite con- 
tinuation: of this state of affairs 
is fraught with gave peril. 

Germany hers*lf appears to be 
moving fast toward economic 
chaos which mey itself be succeed- 
ed by social and industrial ruin. 
Local populations are in many 
cases suffering severely, and there 
are genuine apprehensions of a 
shortage of food. 

“Recovery of World in Danger.” 

Nor is this a situation that con- 
cerns Germany alone. In propor- 
tion as the productive power of 
that country is exhausted, so does 
the recovery of her crédit and the 
payment of her debts recede into 
the dimmer distance. 

Every country in Europe 18 
paying the price for this con#di- 
tion of affairs. One country pays 
in a steacy falling exchange, 12n- 
othef in diminished trade, a third 
in increasing unemployment. If 
we were called upon to state or 
defend the case of our own coun- 
try alone, we could, without difti- 
culty, demonstrate the serious ef- 
fect already. produced upon Brit- 
ish trade. In spite of very gfeat 
expenditure by the state (the fig- 
ure is some 400,000,000 pounds 
since the armistice), we still have 
unemployment on a large scale in 
this country. Not only does our 
devastation continue instead of be- 
ing repaired, but it continues T- 
creasingly as the moral effects 
spread among our people. 

Public opinion throughout Eu- 
rope, and not the least in Great 
Britain, is becomeing more and 
more sensitive to these conditions 
and alarmed at their continuance. 
It is not too much to say that the 
recovery of the world is in danger 
and that the peace for which so 
many sacrifices were borne is at 
stake. 

Would Test German Capacity. 

It is in these circumstances that 
the necessity for action has been 
increasingly impressed upon his 
majesty’s Government. The ex- 
change of\friendly conversations, 
useful as they are, does not appear 
to lead in all cases to positive 
results. It is becoming evident 
that the attitude of the principal 
parties concerned must be more 
clearly defined. If the situation 
has been at all ccrrectly defined 
in the preceding paragraphs, it 
cannot be left to right itself. There 
will, I believe, he a generai agree- 
ment to these propositions: 

That the period of conflict 
should as soon as possible be 
terminated. 

That the indefinite occupation 
by one country of the territory of 
another in time of peace is a 
phenomenon rare and regrettable 
in itself, to which an honorable 
end should as soon as possible be 
found: 

That the debtor should nsot 
merely be called upon to pay his 
debt, but should be. placed in a 
position where he can do so; 

That his capacity, where it is in 
doubt, should be tested and de- 
termined and that united efforts 
should be made to accomplish 
these ends. 

Peace will not be finally ob- 
tained and recovery™will not be 
insured until a solution has been 


found for these three great ques- 
tions. Tney are: 

1. Payment of reparations. 

2. Settlement of ‘interallied 
debts. 

3. Security of a pacified Eu- ‘ 
rope. 

To these questions the attention 
of the world should be turned. 

In pursuit of these aims, his 
majesty’s Government are so ‘ar 
from desiring to deprive France 
and Belgium of their legal claim 
that they wish to assist them in 
their realization. Our desire is for 
advance, if it can be made, and 
for finality, if it can be attained. 
And in these aspirations, as «vell 
as in our view of the general ait- 
uation, we are hopeful of obtain- 
ing the concurrence of France and 
Belgium no Jess than that of Italy. 

Indeed, we have every reason to 
believe that the views of the Ital- 
ian Government are in substantial 
agreement with our own. What 
then are the steps which we think 
ought to be taken? 

The German note of June 7, in 
reply to the definite suggestion 
which. was addressed to the Ger- 
man Government, proposed an in- 
vestigation of yermany'’s ca- 
pacity to pay by an impartial body, 
coupled with an engagement to 
pay the amounts determined in 
the manner that might be pro- 
posed It further contained the 
offer of series of concrete guar- 
antees. 

We do not think these sugges- 
tions, whether they be adequate 
or not, should be ignored. We are 
unable to agree that correspond- 
ence of this nature on matters af- 
fecting the interest of all should 
be wholly one-sided or that pro- 
posals which may pe found to con- 
tain in themselves germs of a pos- 
sible settlement should be treated 
with indifference. 

Willing to Draft Reply. 

We hold that they, should be ex- 
amined and explored in order that 
we may discover whether there 
lies within them a possibility of 
progress. Understanding that the 
French and Belgian Governments 
are not disposed to take the initla- 
tive in suggesting a reply—al- 
though we would gladly have wel- 
comed any such action on their 
part—we have informed those 
Governments, as also the Italian 
Government, that we are willing 
to assume the responsibility of 
preparing a draft reply ourselves. 

Adhering, however, as we do to 
the view which we expressed ‘on 
the last occasion, that united ac- 
tion is better than separate or iso- 


lated action, we shall submit the 
reply with the least possible delay 
to our allies for their considera- 
tion and remarks, and we indulge 
in the hope that we may be able 
to arrive at agreement with them 
on the terms. 

What the exact nature of the 
reply should be it would be pre- 
mature to discuss at the present 
stage. 

In formulating these views, his 
Majesty's Government are not 
without hope that they will be ex- 
pressing th® allied sentiments as 
well as our own. We do not be- 
lieve that in principle we are 
widely separated, if at all, from 
them. Divergence of method 
should*not be incapable of recon- 
ciliation. 

So far as united action is pos- 
sible, we shall continue to pursue 
it. We shall confidently invite 
the sympathetic consideration of 
the whole of our allies and al] the 
interested states of proposals 
which will have no other aim 
than the pacification of Europe 
and the recovery of an exhausted 


world.

Correspondent Says It Means 
England Has Taken First Move 
to End Occupation.

NEW YORK, July 13.—Prime 
Minister Baldwin's speech will mean 
just one thing in Germany—England

The conviction is strong in Ger- 
many that the French purpose is not 
to get reparations. Some people 
thought so before the Ruhr was oc- 
cupied. Practically everybody thinks 
so now. If the British succeed in 
the purpose which is so evident in 
Prime Minister Baldwin's speech, it 
will be the biggest surprise party 
the Germans could have. 

What the French purpose actually 
is does not come to question. But 
what does enter into the question 
now more seriously than ever before 
is the British conception of the 
French purpose. To the German 
mind, the Baldwin speech will make 
it pretty clear that Baldwin thinks 
the French are not in the Ruhr for 
reparations. It thus makes the 
French and Belgian purpose in the 
Ruhr politically more important than 
the question got reparations itself. 

By this speech Mr. Baldwin takes 
the leading role in the London-Par- 
is-Berlin triangle drama. At least 
the Germans can hardly regard it 
any other way. They have already 
had their eyes fixed on London for 
some time, and framed the last note 
in language which Chancellor Cuno 
had excellent reason for knowing 
would be acceptable in London. 

No one in Germany will expect 
the French to yield to the British 
pressure. But they believe they 
need-only sit‘tight for the present.
